SCHOOL BOARD

Both terms of the primary school were taught by Miss Ella E. Wood. 
“The excellent system of classification previously commenced in this 
school has been successfully completed during the past year, and too 
much praise cannot be given to the teacher for the work which she has 
accomplished. The number of classes has been largely reduced, new 
and attractive methods of instruction employed, and thorough attention 
given to the formation of first principles. A well prepared class of 
seven pupils are now ready to take their place in the grammar school, 
while those who remain are fast laying the foundation of future schol- 
arship upon solid ground. r 

Miss Vina A. Dole, of Washington, taught both terms of the gram- 
mar school. Miss Dole has won high rank as a teacher in point of 
experience and ability, and is one of those who possess the happy 
faculty of commanding immediate respect and obedience in the school 
room. Good order and discipline were always observed, and great 
care and attention given to the English branches, while geometry, al- 
gebra and Latin were not neglected. We were fully assured that the 
excellent progress made during the school year in all branches has 
been fully appreciated by parents and pupils, and the only serious 
thing to be regretted is the small number of scholars during the sum- 
mer term.

Miss Etta B. Rowell, of Newport, was engaged for the summer term. 
The school appeared well at commencement; good order and discipline 
were observed, the pupils industrious and attentive, and the teacher 
earnestly devoted to her work. At the end of the sixth week Miss 
Rowell was obliged to close the school on account of ill health. 


bo 
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‘Miss Julia A. Herrick, of Newport, commenced the second term, and 
like her predecessor, was obliged to relinquish her work on account of 
‘sickness at the close of the ninth week. In the absence of the usual 
examination for this and the previous term we are obliged to rely upon 
the good reputation of the school and the general expressions of ap- 
proval on the part of parents and citizens for the actual progress and 
benefit resulting from the summer and fall terms. 

Miss Mabel A. Wood completed the school year in a winter term of 
nine weeks. The selection-was a most fortunate one for the benefit of - 
the school. In her care rapid progress was made in all branches. The 
closing examination showed that in spite of two interruptions more 
than the average progress had been made during the year, and the peo- 
ple in the district have the satisfaction of knowing that the amount 
they have contributed to the general school fund in the free board of 
their teacher has resulted in increased benefit and prosperity of their 
school.

Miss Juliette A. Osgood taught both terms. The removal of one 
family and the addition of several new pupils to the school has com- 
pletely changed its general character for atime. Miss Osgood work- 
ed earnestly and conscientiously for the improvement of the school and 
the benefit of all. Thorough instruction was given in all branches, 
and excellent progress made in reading, arithmetic, geography and 
grammar during both terms. The primary classes as well as the older 
and more advanced pupils sharing alike in the benefits of the school 
year. 

NO. 5. 


Miss Lura J. Bailey commenced her career as a teacher in the sum- 
merterm. With excellent qualifications in everything except actual 
‘experience, we are confident that under more favorable circumstances 
better results would have been obtained. The attendance for the term 
was below the average, but it is gratifying to notice that the pupils 
who attended regularly made satisfactory progress. 

Miss Lillian E. Olney, of Charlestown, taught a fall term of 12 wks., 
giving good satisfaction to both parents and pupils.

The fall term was taught by Miss Lenna Dickey, who is a well-quali- 
fied and conscientious teacher. Complete harmony and good order pre- 
vailed. Some improvement was made over the previous term in at- 
tendance and punctuality, and thorough and systematic. instruction 
given in arithmetic and grammar, with good success.

The summer and fall terms in No. 8 were both taught by Miss Clara 
B. Lufkin. Lessons were well learned and promptly recited. The re- 
cord for punctuality and attendance was good. The school appeared 
well when visited, and the closing examination furnished evidence of 
good work.

Miss Agnes R. Mitchell has had charge of this school for the year 
and is to be congratulated upon the success of her first effort in the 
school room. Miss Mitchell is active and energetic in her work and 
soon succeeded in gaining the confidence and good will of her young 
pupils. This school has had the best record for punctuality and at- 
tendance, the largest roll of honor, and the highest percentage of daily 
attendance. Good work was done in the primary classes and in arith- 
metic and algebra, while the class in history deserves special mention. 


NO, 11. 


Both terms in No. 11 were taught by Mrs. D. Jennie Alexander, a 
teacher who has thoroughly identitied herself with prosperity and ad- 
vancement of this school by deep interest and constant efforts for its 
improvement. The degree of prosperity which this school now enjoys 


is largely owing to her efficient work and untiring tact and patience. ~ 


Some improvement has been made in classification, aithough in com- 
mon with other schools in town much remains to be done. Excellent 


mental and oral drill was given the younger pupils in arithmetic and — 


geography, the recitation of the two advanced classes in arithmetic, 
nearly perfect, and good work in algebra and grammar.

Miss Flora M. Stoughton, of Charleston,taught both terms in No. 12. 
The knowledge which Miss Stoughton had previously gained of the 
condition of this school was turned to good account during the past 
year and no time lost in becoming familiar with the work to be done. 
Teacher and pupils worked together, and under her instruction rapid 
improvement was made. Owing to a misunderstanding in regard to 
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the length of the term the school closed at the end of twelve weeks, 
thus depriving the pupils of the benefits of three weeks of school.

REMARKS. 


In our second annual report under the school law of 1885, we take 
pleasure in presenting to your notice the condition and progress of Ac- 
worth schools during the past year. Among the points in which the 
friends of the new system have always claimed advantage over the old, 
has been a better selection of teachers, and from the first, we have 
recognized the importance of care in this direction, and in selecting 
teachers for the different schools in town, preference has always been 
given to those who are able to furnish for their recommendation, a 
well established reputation, founded upon actual experience in the 
school room, or to those who have given themselves the benefit of 
special training and preparation for the work they have in view. 


All have not enjoyed the same degree of success, but it is gratifying 
to notice that earnest endeavor has not been wanting on the part of any, 
Different conditions and circumstances will always be found in different 
locations, and will always remain an important factor in the general 
result. Teachers may be earnest, capable and efficient, and yet fail in 
obtaining the best result. The success or failure of any school depends 
largely upon influence and sentiment outside and beyond a teacher’s 
control. In this connection parents themselves haye much to be re- 
sponsible for, the influence of the school may be, and often is, subordi- 
nate to that which surrounds the child at home, and the best results can 
never be obtained where a considerable portion of the teacher’s time 
and energy must be devoted to the preservation of order and disci- 
pline. 

Let us all, then, insist upon perfect obedience, and never indulge in 
the habit of criticising the teacher in the presence of the child. Com- 
ments upon their learning, management, or methods, allusion to per- 
sonal traits “and imperfections, the repetition and recital of the trivial 
incidents of the school room and play ground should always be restrained 
and forbidden. In all cases let us freely give the united support and 
co-operation which is justly a teacker’s due, and which will encourage 
and strengthen them in their work and surely return to us in the well- 
fare of our children and the increased advancement and prosperity of 
our schools. 
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One important fact has become clearly apparent resulting in part from 
the new school law. The standard of excellence in teachers, demanded 
by public sentiment, is now higher than that prevailing a few years 
since, and it is no longer easy to find the required talent and ability with 
the means at our command. To obviate this difficulty, two districts, 
no.s 2 and 3, have boarded their teacher free of expense to the school 
board and by so doing have been able to secure for their own benefit 
superior talent and experience. This arrangement is not adapted to all 
locations, but is among the means which may be employed to increase 
the value of some of our small schools at trifling expense to those in 
the district. 

There has been 10 schools the past year, and 14 different teachers 
employed, giving an average of 24 weeks of school to all except No.s 
5 and 12, who received 21. Two scholars have been provided with 
school privileges in Unity and one in Alstead. Seven schools have re- 
tained the same teacher for the year, and the advantages resulting from 
this method has been very great. Valuable time is always used by every 
new teacher in becoming familiar with the work to be done, and the 
best means to accomplish it. The limited school privileges we noav 
enjoy are too precious to be wasted by continual changes and experi- 
ments, and we believe the old adage ‘“‘let well enough alone” applies 
with double force and significance in the school room. 

One school, No. 10, has been closed, the past year, and the pupils in 
this neighborhood sent to No. 8 and 11, and one has been sent by the 
parents to an adjoining town. The distance which these children have 
had to travel, and the inconvenience resulting therefrom has been so 
great that the arrangement not has given satisfaction to parents, pupils 
or to the school board, and we earnestly recommend the erection, by 
the district, of a suitable school building, at some central point, which 
will better accommodate the school children in No.s 8 and 10. 

Former committees have repeatedly presented to your notice the con- 
dition and convenience of the school buildings in th'‘s town. Some of 
them are new, and all, with one or two exceptions, may serve the inter- 
ests of education for many years. But should the present school sys- 
tem be retained, the narrow, unventilated room used by the primary 
school in No. 1 must be enlarged, and the instruments of torture which 
serve as seats for the little ones must give place to something which 
will better meet the requirements of the present age.
